Cross-Connection Policy Adopted 
At Elba Water & Electric Meeting 


A water cross-connection policy 
has been adopted by the Elba Water 
and Electric Board and a 6-month 
timetable set for installing the safe- 
ty valves on all high-risk and mu- 
nicipal water users. 

The purpose of the action, as 
recommended by state authorities, 
is to prevent dangerous chemicals 
from feeding back into the commu- 
nity water supply. 

Uulity board members described 
high-risk users as those industrial 
customers and others who use poi- 
sonous chemicals in their opera- 
tions. Also residents with options 
of using city water or their own 
well water are included in the high- 
risk group. It was explained that 
these users of both water systems 
create a high risk of backflow of 
untreated water into the system 

Also adopted was a requirement 
to incorporate into the city building 
code installation of an approved 
cross-connect for new construction. 
This means that all newly installed 
water meters will include the ap- 
proved check valve. The valve will 
be installed by the utility and the 
tapping fee will be increased to coy-

Washington Avenue, the part 
that curves along the river from 
Riverview Subdivision to Smith 
Avenue will be marked as a one- 
way street immediately.

The street will be one way south 
(out) from the subdivison to Smith 
Avenue. No traffic will be allowed 
going north from Smith Avenue to 
the subdivision. There are no 
homes on the portion of the street 
being converted to one-way traffic. 


Mr. Nelma Smith addressed the 
council and noted he had been there 
before the new adminstration took 
office and wanted to know what was 
happening on extension of water 
and sewage to the city limits on 
Smith Avenue. 

Smith noted no one has yet told 
him the water pressure problem has 
been corrected and he is waiting to 
connect two homes. 

He also reminded the council 
that he had been promised sewage 
lines would be laid "in about six 
months". Smith wanted to know 
when this would take place. 

Mayor Moore explained that a 
survey of sewer necds is presently 
underway and they would have him 
an answer by the next council meet- 
ing. 

Moore also told Mr. Smith the 
water pressure problem was correct- 
ed and he could expect about 60 
pounds of pressure. He added that 
the water is safe to drink and if he 
wanted to connect, all that needs to 
be done is to contact the city clerk 
and pay the required tapping fee. 

Police Chief Freddie Hanchey 
told council members that in the 
past two weeks his department has 
answered 140 complaints of which 
nine were automobile accidents. 
Thirty-two traffic citations were is- 
sued and six DUI arrests made. 

The animal control officer picked 
up 23 dogs during the same period. 

Hanchey noted the number of 
complaints were above average by 
about 30 but there was nothing ma- 
jor involved. 

Bills totaling $9,978.75 were 
approved for payment. The major 
items included purchase of fuel, 
sewer solvent, fertilizer, pool paint 
and police uniforms. Moore also 
explained that the costly job of re- 
placing two storm drain pipes, one 
on Airport Road and the other on 
Boswell Street, were in this total 
also. 

Moore reported to the council 
that some landscaping work was 
underway at the Mulberry Park. 
This work includes new clay on the 
infield, fertilizer for the outfield, re- 
pairs to the bleachers and the bas- 
ketball courts. This is in addition to 
the renovation of the Mulberry 
pool. 

The city council has been invited 
lo participate with the Enterprise 
Kiwanis Club in a horseshoe pitch- 
ing contest and will field a team. 


Commission Continues With Plans To 
Construct Addition To County Jail 


The Coffee County Commission 
met in regular session on Monday, 
May 11, at the courthouse in Enter- 
prise, and voted to proceed with 
plans to construct an addition to the 
county jail, located in Elba. 

Commission chairman Billy Ea- 
gerton presented the commissioners 
with a blueprint sketch of an addi- 
tion that he reported would cost 
$160,000 to construct and would 
provide housing for 60 prisoners. 

The building, which would 
measure 42 1/2 feet by 156 1/2 
feet, would be added to the west side 
of the jail and be built on land now 
being purchased by the commis- 
sion. 

Eagerton originally suggested 
the construction of a dormitory-type 
facility that would house prisoners 
in one large room; however, Mon- 
day he informed the commission he 
had met with Chief Jailer Zack En- 
nis and maintenance supervisor 
John Flowers and now felt the plan 
calling for eight-man cells was 
more feasible. 

The additional would house the 
cells as specified, as well as the’ 
kitchen and laundry facilities for the 
entire jail. 

"By moving the kitchen out of 
the old jail it would give the sheriff 
more room for other uses,” said Ea- 
gerton, "and by including laundry 
facilities in the addition, the three 
buildings now in the yard at the jail 
could be removed.” 

The entire commission agreed on 
the need for improvements to the 
jail; however, a possible lack of 
property and potential security 
problems sullaced and were des 


cussed at length. 

The problem with space on 
‘which to build the addition was 
aired and it was stated that the 
building would come so close to 
the land line that there would not be 
enough room to construct a fence. 

Eagerton and Flowers reported 
that the wall of a building would 
act as a pretty effective fence and 
expressed confidence that a fence 
placed on top of the addition would 
more than meet the security needs 
of the jail. 

The commission was never in 
complete agreement about whether 
or not there was enough land on 
which to build the addition and it 
was suggested that the commission 
should check into purchasing the 
land next to the jail, which includes 
two homes. 

Comm. Robert Stevens stated 
the owners of the land in question 
did not want to sell, but agreed to 
meet with the owners and find out 
what they would take for the prop- 
erty. 3 

County Engineer Mark Pool in- 
formed the commission of landfill 
regulations discussed at a recent 
meeting in Troy and told the com- 
missioners that "very little good 
news was discussed.” ae 

Pool reported that beginning in 
January, 1990, landfills would be 
required to use a liner, at a projected 
expense of $100,000 per acre, as 
well as clay as a cover soil, bring- 
ing the total cost to meet the regu- 
lations near $500,000 per irench. 

The commission agreed to study 
the repulations and make plans to 
Comply with dhe reyulations, alter 


finding a means of financing the 
new guidelines.

*** accepted the low bid of $6.35 
per gallon on latex rubber from 
Textile Rubber and Chemical; 

***approved a date of May 31 at 
2:00 p.m. for the opening of bids 
on a new health department build- 
ing in Enterprise; 

***honored the members of the 
Coffee County Soil and Water Con- 
servation District on the 30th anni- 
versary of the district; 

***was informed that contractors 
were working on a bridge on Coun- 
ty Road 18 and had 29 days left to 
complete the project; 

***heard that Herman Driggers 
Drive, near Elba, was closed while 
culvert work was being done; 

***sent out invitations to bid on 
diesel, gas, liquid asphalt and plant 
mix; 

***agreed to pay for a pipe sto- 
len from a county resident while

Fire Insurance Rates To Fall Due 
To Efforts Of Ino Fire Department 


The Ino Volunteer Fire Depart- 
ment received notification recently 
that the fire insurance classification 
for the area covered by the depart- 
ment had been lowered from Class 
10 to Class 9, which will result in 
lower fire insurance premiums. 

In a letter from ISO Commercial 
Risk Services, Inc., the company 
notified the Ino department that the 
company had completed its evalua- 
tion of the fire insurance classifica- 
tion in the survive area and had 
changed the rate to a Class 9 for all 
properties within five (5) miles of 
the fire station. 

The change in classifications 
from 10 to 9 affects advisory prop- 
erty insurance premiums approxi- 
mately seven-percent. 

The company conducting the in- 
spection checked all equipment and 
training records of the Ino Volun- 
teer Fire Department, as well as the

department's history in actual fires.

ANSWERS! TO YOUR 
BIBLE QUESTIONS 


Isn't the Bible filled 
with contradictions? 


Bob Prichard 


This is a frequent charge against the Bible, but it is one that has not been 
substantiated, and is most often made by those who really have no knowl- 
edge of the Bible. The Bible, as the inspired Word of God, cannot contain 
any. real contradictions. What it does contain, though, are F : : 
dictions - - passages that seem to be contradictory, but which are not contra- 
dictory at all when fully understood. 

There are sometimes differences among Bible passages, but this is not the 
same thing as a contradiction. The Greek philosopher Aristotle defined con- 
tradiction: “That the same thing should be at-the same time both be and not 
be for the same person and in the same respect is impossible.” A difference 
would not be a contradiction if the same person was not under consideration, 
or the same time period was not used for both, or if the language was not 
employed in the same sense. : 

A good example is found in Proverbs 26:4-5, which contains the advice, 
"Answer not a fool according to his folly, lest thou also be like unto him. 
Answer a fool according to his folly, lest he be wise in his own conceit.” Is 
this a contradiction, since one verse says not to answer a fool, and the very 
next verse says to answer one? Not at all. What Solomon was saying with 
these verses, in the midst of a series of verses about dealing with fools, was 
that sometimes it is better not even to answer a fool, lest one appear to be 
just as big a fool for answering. But sometimes the fool must be answered 
so that he will not think he is so wise that he cannot be answered, Whatever 
the situation, Solomon was saying, it will be difficult to deal with a fool! 

Because Matthew, Mark, Luke, and John all wrote about the events of the 
life of Christ, there are differences among their accounts. Mark says that Je- 
sus was crucified at the "third hour" (Mark 15:25), while John says that Je- 
sus was on trial before Pilate at the "sixth hour” (John 19:14). Thus it ap- 
pears that either John or Mark is wrong, becaue John has Jesus on trial three 
hours after Mark says he was on the cross. But when one undersatnds that 
John must have been using Roman time, with the "sixth hour" being 6:00 
a.m., and Mark used Jewish time with the “third hour" being 9:00 a.m., 
then the apparent contradiction disappears. : 

Many other “alleged discrepancies" can be found, but as long as there is a 
logical way to explain the differences, then the truthfulness of the Bible 
stands. If the Bible is approached with an open mind, and a willingness to 
accept its truth, it can be understood. Many find “errors” in it because they 
do not approach it openly and honestly. "God is not the author of confu- 
sion” (I Corinthians 14:33), so apparent contradictions just mean more 
study is required.

Mrs. Joan Hobbs’ first period Home 
Economics class had a food lab. The 
class was divided into three groups, and 
each group prepared a dish which con- 
tained chicken. 

Group one cooked Mexican chicken, 
group two cooked Cordon Bleu, and 
group three cooked Japanese Chicken 
and Bacon Rolls. 

The recipes are: 


12 tortillas 
Chicken broth 
1 cooked chicken, deboned 
2/3 c. chopped onion 
2/3 c. chopped bell pepper 
2c. grated cheese 
1 can cream of chicken soup 
1 can cream of mushroom soup 
1 tsp. chili powder 
] can tomatoes with green chilies 

Soak tortillas in chicken broth. Line 
13x9x2-inch baking pan with tortillas. 
Sprinkle onion and bell pepper over 
chicken; sprinkle cheese over onion 
mixture. Mix soups and chili powder in 
bowl; pour over cheese. Pour tomatoes 
over top. Bake at 350 degrees for 30 
minutes. Turn oven off; let sit for 15 
minutes longer. 


6 chicken breasts 

3 slices Swiss cheese 

3 slices boiled ham 

2 tbsp. butter 

1 can cream of chicken soup 
1/4 c. milk 

Flatten chicken fillets with meat 
mallet. Cut cheese and ham slices into 
halves.

secure with toothpicks, 

Brown chicken in butter in skillet. 
Add mixture of soup and milk. Simmer, 
covered, for 20 minutes or until tender, 
stirring occasionally.

Heath Bullard named Texas

Elba native Heath Bullard saw 
his dream of a state high school 
soccer championship end in a heart- 
breaking "shootout tiebreaker" loss 
to eventual state champ San Anto- 
nio Churchill in the semifinals of 
the Texas High School state tourna- 
ment. 

The loss, the only one of the 
season for the 24-1-1 Grapevine 
Mustangs, may have ended the sea- 
son; however, the honors have just 
kept rolling in for the third-year 
coach as Bullard has been named 
District Coach of the Year in a vote 
of the coaches in the district and 
"State Coach of the Year" by 
both The Dallas Moming News and 
The Fort Worth Star-Telegram.

An Elba woman discovered mur- 
dered in her home last week appar- 
ently died of multiple blows to the 
face and head, according to a prelim- 
inary autopsy report released this 
week. 

The body of Retha Mac Hines, 
age 49, was discovered in the living 
room of her home on Friday morn- 
ing, May 12, by a daughter who 
had spoken to the victim on the tel- 
cephone less than two-hours earlier, 

Coffee County Sheriff's Depart- 
ment authorities reported that they 
were Called to the scene, located six- 
miles north of Elba on Highway 
87, al approximately 10:00 a.m. 
and immediately cordoned off the 
The preliminary investigation of 
the crime has led authorities to be- 
lieve that robbery may have been a 
motive in the murder, duc to the 
fact that a large number of firearms 
were discovered missing from the 
home. 

Coffee County Sheriff's Dept. 
invesuigator Buddy Ammons report- 
ed that the firearms missing includ- 
ed five shotguns and two handguns. 

The shotguns included two auto- 
matic shotguns, two double-barrel 
shotguns and a stack barrel shot- 
gun, while the handguns were iden- 
lified as a .45 caliber automatic and 
a .357 Smith and Wesson revolver.

Jackson, age 39, was convicted 
of capital murder and forgery on 
Feb.3 by an Elba jury, and after de- 
liberations, the jury recommended 
the sentence of life without parole.

Water & Electric 
Board Receives 
Financial Report 


Paying the bills and discussing 
the financial condition of the utility 
were the main items of business for 
the Elba Water and Electric Board 
last week. 

Chairman Mickey Murdock took 
pains to be sure each board member 
understood the cash flow statement 
and the comparative balance sheet 
he had helped the bookkeeping de- 
partment prepare. 

The cash flow statement showed 
the utility has had available 
$935,496 in cash balance and in- 
come since September 30, 1988. 

The utility has spent $422,681, 
leaving a cash balance of $512,815. 
Much of this cash balance is actual- 
ly in escrow accounts required by 
several different bond issues issued 
by the Board during past years. 

Monthly bills totaling $4895.34 
were approved for payment. 

The board approved superinten- 
dent Fred Moore going to a used ve- 
hicle auction in an effort to pur- 
chase a pick-up truck needed by the 
utility. Moore told the group he 
hoped to find a vehicle that cost 
less than the $3,000 that would 
trigger the use of the bid law. 

Accounts Receivable of 
$4098.22 were presented to the 
board. This included late payers, 
those will meters pulled for non- 
payment and meters of customers 
who have moved away and are 
awaiting final billing. 

Bad checks totaling $220.49 
were listed, with two of these 
turned over to the courts for collec- 
tion. 


Judge McAliley stated he found "the 
victim suffered substantial pain be- 
fore he ultimately died" and called it 
a "pitiless homicide which was un- 
necessarily tortuous to the victim." 

McAliley noted numerous aggra- 
valing circumstances, including a 
prior history of robbery, burglary 
and assault, and also stated that he 
had considered Jackson's "hellish" 
childhood and the fact he had to fend 


for himself from an early age. 

"However," declared J udge McA- 
liley, "the aggravating circumstanc- 
es (even standing alone) outweigh 
the mitigating circumstances." 


Defense attorney Bill Stokes 
filed an immediate notice of appeal 
on the forgery conviction, while 
there is an automatic appeal process 
in the capital case. 


The announcement by McAliley 
marked the second time in the his- 
tory of the 12th Judicial Circuit and 
the second time in as many wecks 
that a circuit judge had overturned a 
jury's recommendation of life and 
sentenced a defendant to death. 

Two weeks ago, Judge Riley 
Green sentenced Henry Louis Rus- 
Saw to death for the murder of a ru- 
ral Pike County resident.
